LOCAL TAX ATION IN IRELAN 


The Local Government Board for Ireland 
have again collected the local taxation returns, 
and compiled summaries of them for publica- 
tion, The receipts for the tp ag of local go- 
vernment in Ireland during the financial year 
1914-15, excluding lwans and grants provided by 
Statute, and making the necessary deductions 
for duplicate entries in the local accounts from 
which the returns have been prepared, 
amounted to £5,038,468, an increase of 
209,967 as compated with the preceding year, 
and an increase of £1,025,165 as compared with 
the year 1904-05, which is equivalent to about 
25.5 per cent. of an increase for the decade, Of 
this amount 72 per cent, was raised directly by 
tates assessed on lands, buildings, etc.; 11 per 
cent. was derived from tolls, fees, stamps, and 
dues; 7 per cent. came from rents of property 
in lands, houses, ete.; while the remaining 
9 per cent. was made up of various miscel- 
laneous items of local income classed as other 
receipts, these proportions being practically 
identical from year to year. The renta derived 
from property continue to increase, but this 
fact is mainly attributable te the great improve- 
ment made in connection with the Housing of 
the working classes in urban and rural dis- 
tricts. The amount produced by rates, in which 
is incladed about £112,270 raised in respect of 
water supplied for domestic and other private 
purposes (3 per cent. of the whole amount so 
produced), represents an average of 4s. 7id. in 
the £ on the rateable valuation of Ireland at 
the beginning of the year, and an average o 
16s. 99d. per head of the population (4,381,332), 
as estimated at the middle of the year, The 
total indebtedness on ecount of loans and 
stock at the close of the year amounted to 
£26,025,740. Of this £10,894,035 appertained to 
muricipal authorities, being an imerease of 
£9,236.593 since 1878, the year in which the 
first of the existing eoda of Irish Public Health

INDUSTRIES SHOW AT GLASGOW. 


The Glasgow section of the British Industries 
Fair, being run concurrently in London and 
Glasgow. under the Board of Trade, will be 
opened to-day by Mr. Neville Chamberlain, who 
is also to address a meeting in Bt, Andrew's 
Hall in the evening on National Service. The 
Board of Trade has allotted to Giasgow four 
sections of trade textiles, foodstuffs, boots, and 
shoes, the London exhibition being reserved 
for fancy leather goods, glass ware, and toys. 
The Government restriction with regard to 
sugar and other articles has rather seriously 
affected. the food stuffs section, and pressure of 
Government work has prevented some leading 
firms from coming forward. aa they originally 
intended. The display, however, is a very fine 
one, representative of tho United Kingdom. Ire- 
land is represented by only two ex ibite, one 
from Dublin and one from Belfast. Both, 
however, make an attractive display of Irish 
textiles. Mrs. Mary Gordon, Pioneer Crochet 
and Lace Depót, Mary street, Dublin, has 
stalled varied specimens of beautiful Trish lace, 
including point lace, Limerick collars and piece 
laces, table centres; christening tpbes, and 
church lace. The Belfast exhibit fs forwarded 
by John 8. Brown and Sons, Ltd. The firm

On Thursday last seven Dutch steamers 
sailed together from Falmouth. Some of 
them were outward bound with ballast, 
others were homeward bound with valuable 
cargoes; but all were traflicking between 
neutral countries. A German submarine 
met them in the English: Channel, and 
attacked them without asking for their 
papers. Three were sunk outright and 
four were badly damaged. This is German 
madness, but 1t is madness with a purpose. 
Of course, the sinking of these Dutch ships 
is a challenge to the whole of civilisation, 
and, of course, it provides Holland with a 
clear casus belli: she has, like the Knight 
in “ Hudjbras '— 

“tas good assault and battery 


As heart could wish, and need not shame 
The proudest man on earth to claim.” 


Germany knows her Holland, however, as 


she knows her Sweden and her Norway. 


If we want to appreciate the chances of a 
Dutch declaration of war on Germany, we 
have only to study the comments of the 
Dutch newspapers. They express rage, 
astonishment, humiliation—and help- 
lessness. The big bully understands 
thoroughly his small neighbour's difficul- 
ties, and assumes—correctly, as we be- 
lieve—that Holland will. take this crown- 
ing insult “lying down.” ‘The fate of 
these seven neutral ships is an insolent 
warning to all small neutrals that, so long 
as the death-struggle between England and 
Germany continues, they must keep 
every ton of their shipping off the seas, 
Every neutral ship is a potential food- 
carrier to England, and every one of them 
taken off the seas is the equivalent of a 
neutral ship sunk by a German submarine. 
We are in grips with an absolutely ruth- 
less, desperate, and conscienceless foe, Mr. 
Lloyd George has set before the country the 
sole means not only of victory, but of sur- 
vival. How grim_the struggle of “endurance 
must become is proved by the new Flour 
and Bread Order which is issued to-day,

Rural Libraries. 


In the report presented to the Carnegie 
United Kingdom Trust last year the 
Executive Committee of the Trust de- 
scribed at some length its plans for the 
establishment of rural libraries, This 
matter was of interest for ourselves because 
one of the schemes applies to a large rural 
area in the south-west of Jrelend.

man Empird are known, but it is doubtful if 
their true horror is realised, Of the 1,800,000 
Armenians who were in the Ottoman Empirs 
two years ago 1,200,000 have been either 
massacred or deported. Those who were 
massacred died .nder abominable tortures, but 
they escaped the longer agonies of the “ de- 
ported.” Men, women, and children withou} 
food or other provision for the journey, with- 
out protection from the climate, regdrdless of 
age or weakness or disease, were driven from 
their homes and made to march as long +s 
their strength lasted or until those who drove 
them drowned or mase@cred them in batches. 
Some died of exhaustion or fell by the way; 
some survived a journey of three months and 
reached tha deserts and swamps along the 
middle Euphrates. There they have been 
abandoned and ara dying now of starvation, 
disease, and exposure. A rocent report tells of 
a group of survivors at Abu Herrera, mostly 
women, children, and a few old mea, who had 
been wita nt food for seven days. A miser- 
able remnaat of the race left behind in the 
Ottoman Empire were plundered and op- 
pressed: women and children were forcibly con- 
verted to Mohammedanism. Seme few, less 
than a tenth of the Armenians who were in 
the Ottoman Empire in April, 1915, after 
sufferings and privations which caused a hizp 
mortality, fled acr ss the frontier to Caucasia 
or Egypt This bare recital of facis reveals 
the hideous cruelty of which they have been 
the victims; no words are needed to colour or

THE OUTRAGE ON THE DUTCH, 
Commenting on the sinking of the Dutch 
liners, 7'Ae J'imes says:—The German Legation 
at the Hague has sought, we imagine, in vain 
to assuage Dutch Wrath by a singular “ explana- 
tion.” The German statement vies in im- 
pertinence with the insulting offer to permit a 
single Dutch paddle steamer to cross once a 
week from Flushing to Southwold. The excuse 
advanced for the proposed difference of treat- 
ment on two dates was that until March 17 all 
the submarine Commanders could not be in- 
formed “with certainty” of “the concessions 
made to Holland.” This*erparte story does 


not carry conviction, and we prefer to await. 


the Dutch official version of the negotiations. 
It seers ineopceivable that the ships should 
have sailed in a flotilla and with lights ablaze 
unless they fancied that they were reasonably 
safe, but why Dutch shipowners should place 
any reliance whatever on German assurances 
after the Belgian relief ship, Euphrates, was 
eunk while voyaging under a German safe 
conduct passes comprehension. If on February 
14, ua the German Legation alleges, the Dutch 
ships were offered some conditional form of 
safety on February 22, how was it that on the 
appointed afternoon a German submarine was 
conveniently stationed near Falmouth, ready 
to attack these unfortunate vessels when they 
emerged? Why did the submarine com- 
mander flatly refuse to listen to remonstrances, 
and prefer to carry out his instructions to 
“eink at sight?” On the face of it the attack 
on these Dutch liners seems to have been both 
deliberate and carefully planned. 


RETIREMENT. 

Moltke, writes The Times Military Corre- 
spondent, discussing possible German plans, 
once expressed his preference for allowing the 
enemy to attack, and then for attacking him 
when he was exhausted. We escaped this 
danger last year, because all the Allies attacked. 
together, or as nearly simultaneously as we 
could manage, and also because the drain of 
Verdun left the Germans without a strategic 
reserve until the autumn, when it was launched 
against Rumania. The Germans may hope 
that we are going to attack them now in the 
west before our other Allies can move, and the 
enemy may propose then to act upon the plan 
which Moltke was disposed to favour. This 
time the Germans will be stronger than they 
were ip our front—they have already 137 divi- 
sions facing us—and they will, if the writer's 
assumptions are correct, possess a great reserve, 
without which the Moltke plan is inapplicable. 
There is also the possibility that the Germans 
in the west may willingly concede to us a cer- 
tain tract of ground, in order to compel us to 
fight under obvious disadvantages. This idea 
seems to be in the minds of some of the best- 
informed German writers, who are beginning 
to talk discreetly about, manceuvre-battles. It is 
pbviougly useless for them to potter along with 
the old trench warfare, which has been shown 
to exhaust Germany, and to bring peace no 
aearer, 


FOOD CONTROL IN ENGLAND. 

The German Press, tays Zhe Times, is accom- 
ewes the development of food control in Eng- 
and with a chorus of excited ridicule. The 
Cologne Gacctte, in particular, is untiring in its 
descriptions of England's desperate plight and 
approaching famine. It says that all London is 
wow asking bow it can possibly live on four: 
pounds of bread, three-quarters of a pound cf 
sugar, and the ever scarcer supplies of vege- 
tables and meat, “ which are all that are avail- 
able now, according to Lord Devonport’s rules.” 
“Oh, divine time of roast beef and mutton 
cutlets,” exclaims the journal, ‘‘ that will soon 
belong to the many memories which old England 
has lost; for the bread tickets and the meat 
tickets will force their way even into the 
restaurants, and soon put. an end to the 
gestronomic delights of the City of London.”’

NEW BREAD AND FLOUR ' 
ORDER. 


The new flour and bread Order issued by the 
Yood Contfoller on Saturday night makes at 
compulsory on all millers to extract from the 
wheat not less than 81 per cent. of flour. Ad- 
mixture with some other substance is compul- 
sory to the extent of an additional 5 per cent. 
The materials io be mixed are rice, 
barlev, maize, semolina, oats, or beans, 
and the Food Controller reserves power to add 
any other cereal. A further admixture to the 
extent of an additional 10 per cent. is per- 
mitted The mixture must be made by the 
millers before selling their flour. 

The Order comes into effect as regards millers 
on the 12th preximo, and as regards the vendors 
ef bread on the 26th proximo.

ON THE ANCRE. 


SERRE OCCUPIED. 


ENEMY WITHDRAW AT 
SEVERAL POINTS. 


SUCCESSFUL RAIDS. 
week-end has brought some highly 
gratifying successes on the Western front. 

The enemy has withdrawn his troops from 
extensive and important positions on both 
sides of the Ancre, 3 

The full extent of the withdrawal was only 

realised as our troops pushed forward in 
small bodies. Last night Sir Douglas 
Haig reported their occupation of the 
village of Serre—the centre of a fortified 
system which has held us up more than 
once—and of other important positions to 
the cast of it. 
Saturday we had advanced on a wide 
front south of Serre, and on the south 
bank of the Ancre we had entered Petit 
Miraumont and advanced on a front of a 
mile, 

The enemy's version is that be abandoned a 
position full of mud, 

At numerous points along the whole line, from 
Ypres to the Vosges, there has been great 
raiding and reconnoitring activity on both 
sides. 


BRITISH OFFICIAL. 


Saturday.—As the result of the unceasing 
pressure of our troops, the enemy to-day 
evacuated further important positions on both 
banks of the Ancre. We have made consider- 
able progress south and south-east of Mirau- 
mont on a front of a mile, and bave entered 
the village of Petit Miraumont. 

We have also advanced our line on a front of 
over one-and-a-half miles south and south-east 
of Serre. 

During the night the enemy rushed one of our 
posts west of Lens. We recovered the post by 
an immediate counter-attack. There has been 
mutual artillery activity at iniervais during the 
day and night on both banks of the Somme, 
south-west of Arras, and south of Ypres. 

Sunday.—During the past twenty-four hours 
the enemy has continued to yield ground along 
the Ancre. Meeting with little opposition, 
small bodies of our troops have pushed forward 
on a wide front, occupying Serre village, and 
several other important points further east. 

A successful raid was carried out by us yes- 
terday evening east of Vierstraat on a front of 
500 yards. Our troops remained in the German 
trenches for an hour, and inflicted heavy 
casualties on the enemy. Several dug-outs, a 
mineshaft, and three machine guns were de- 
stroyed by us. We captured 55 prisoners and 
one machine gun. 

During the night the enemy's positions were 
also entered by us east of Armentiéres. 

A hostile raiding party reached our trenches 
early this morning north-east of Ypres under 
cover of a heavy bombardment. The raicers 
were immediately driven out with loss. 

The enemy blew a mine early this morning 
east of Ypres. There has again been consider- 
able artillery activity on both sides, south and 
north of the Somme. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL. 

Saturday Afternoon.—In the Vosges yoster- 
day one of our detachments penetraied the 
enemy's lines north of Senones. This morning, 
after a violent bombardment, the Germans un- 
successfully tried a coup de muin against our 
trenches near Wisembach. One of our dirigibles 
during the night bombarded factories in full 
working order in the region of Brieg, and re- 
turned without mishap to its landing place. 
Four hundred kilogrammes of bombs were 
dropped by our aeroplanes on German bivouacs 
in the forest of Spincourt. ) 

Saturday Evening.—There was the usual can. 
nonade all along the front. With the exception 
of two unsuccessful enemy attempts on our 
trenches at Violu (Alsace), there was no in- 
fantry action, 

Sunday .—Durine the night our reconnoitring 
troops carried out successfully two raids on 
enemy posts in the forest of Apremonit and 
north of Badonvilliers. ‘There was an inter 
mittenit canmenade on the rest of the front. » 

Aviation—One of our squadrons effectively 
bombarded the railway stations of Grandpré 
and Montfaucon. 

Sunday Evening.—Our artillerv has 
active in the region of the Mort Homme. Our 
destructive fire gave good results. There were 
intermittent artillery actions at some poinis of 
the Lorraine and Vosges front. Everywhere else 
calm prevails.

GERMAN OFFICIAL. 
Saturday Afternoon.—In_ the 
bend the artillery duel has been lively. 
Artois front several atiacks by British recon- 
noitring detachments were repulsed. In the 
Somme region the British have occumed some 
parts of a pdsition full of mud which wé had 
abandoned.

East of Saint Mihiel a French enterprise was 
without success, while an enterprise by our 
troops in the wooded district in the region of 
the Moselle resulted in the capture of twelve 
prisoners. Near Lusse, on the western slope of 
the Vosges, our storming troops captured thirty 
men from the French position. During the 
night of 23rd-24th a French airship was brought 
down in flames in the wood east of Saaralben 
by our anti-aircraft fire. 
‘Sunday Night.—There have been no events 
of importance to report. 


THE “ HAIG TOUCH.” 

The past week, says the Press Association 
Correspondent at Headquarters, has yielded 
further definite evidence as to the character of 
the tactical policy which is now being pursued 
all along the British Western front. Progress 
in places by a sustained pressure which becomes 
intolerable, and ceaseless attrition everywhere, 
this.is the “ Haig touch.” But not the attri- 
tion of mere “ stone-walling.’’ The Gerrnans 
will no longer stand for that. They seem to be 
surrendering in dozens now where they were 
yielding singly this time last year. 

The enemy is now entploying his storming 
troops for raiding, which suggests he is no 
longer able to count upon his regular rank and 
file going over at all. The storming section of 
every corps consists of specially. picked men, 
who undergo training in assault operations, and 
who, it is strictly laid down in the German 
Army regulations, are only to be employed in 
important offensive tactics. 

Commenting on the new British successes on 
the Ancre and at Petit Miraumont, the Fr- 
eelsior says:—These two successes are the more 
interesting because they are episodes of a 
methodical manamuvre of continuous progress, 
which the enemy has as yet been unable to 
check. 
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THE EASTERN FRONTS, 
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Russian Official (Saturday).—Reconnaissances 
by small parties, arid the usual infantry firing, 
are taking place on the Western, Rumanian, 
and Caucasian fronts. 

Sunday.—On the Semenki-Leshcheniaty sector 
south of the Vichevsky Lake, the enemy liber- 
ated a gas-cloud, which, after having reached 
our trenches, was driven back to the enemy’s 
trenches owing to a change of wind.

DUTCH SHIPS 
TORPEDOED 


IN THE ENGLISH 
CHANNEL. 


CARGOES FOR DUTCH 
GOVERNMENT. 


ANGRY FEELING IN 
HOLLAND. 


Seven Dutch ships have been torpedoed in the 
English Channel. This attack on neutral 
shipping has caused profound sensation, 
not only in Holland, but in all neutral 
countries. 

The vessels had been at Falmouth, and were 
proceeding to their destinations, some out. 
ward bound and some homeward, when 
they were attacked, 

It is stated that the vessels left Falmouth 
under direct instructions from the Dutch 
Government, and apparently acting in 
agreement with the German Government. 
The ships had no instructions from the 
British Admiralty. 


DUTCH STATEMENT. 

The wholesale sinking of Dutch vessels is oftt- 
cially announced at the Hague in the following 
form :— 

“ After unrestricted submarine war was pro- 
claimed, the Dutch Government not only pro- 
tested against it, but also urged the German 
Government to take care that none of the Duicn 
vessels at present en route to aml from Dutch 
harbours should fall victims to the new 
measures. 

“The German Government declared its readi- 
ness to comply with this request, adding, how- 
ever, that it was impossible to guarantee the 
absolute safety of the Dutch vessels. 

The Jacatra, Zaandijk, 

Menado, The Emland, and 

Bandoeng, The Gausterland, 

Noorderdijk, 
decided to seize the opportunity offered them 
from the German side to leave port on February 
22nd. According to reports from the Dutch 
Minister in London the ships left together on 
the 22nd inst. 

““A further telegram from the Minister an 
mounces now that all seven vessels were tor- 
pedoed at tive in the afternoon by submarine, 
without their papers being examined. 

“Latest reports affirm that two hundred of the 
crews have been landed, and that it is supposed 
that the remainder are also in safety.” 

GERMAN SAFE CONDUCT. 

The German Legation at. The Hague has 
issued a long explanation, saying that the date 
for the safe horme-coming of Dutch vessels from 
England, which waa at first fixed for February 
5, was subsequently, in view of the situation in 
Holland, postponed to February 9, and on Feb- 
ruary 14 Dutch shipowners were informed that 
their vessels could leave in a group on February 
22nd, @r March 17. To those which left on 
February <2 only relative safety could be 
guaranteed, but those which left on Maren 
‘7 would have an absolute guarantee against 
submarine attacks, as it would be impossible 
before February 22nd to inform with certainty 
oll the submarine commanders of the con- 
cessions made to Holland. 

The Berlin statement adds :-—- 

“If the Dutch reports are correct, that these 
seven vessels perished, this will be deeply 
regretted, but responsibility for it falls 
on the shipowners, who preferred to 
send out their vessels on February 22, 
om a promise of relative security, in- 
stead of waiting until March 17, when ab- 
soluie security was promised. The report ol 
our submarines has not yet arrived.” 


GERMANY BLAMES ENGLAND. 

The Berlin statement also contains the follow- 
ing ;:— 
‘‘ England is to blame for the fact that the 
Duich ships were unable to utilise the oppor- 
tuntiy for departure from English harbours 
which was afforded by Germany since the er- 
tension of the time limit to midnight on Feb- 
ruary llth.” 

In this conneciion the Rotterdam correspon- 
dent of the Handelsblad remarks that this Ger- 
inan concession can only properly be appreciated 
if one knows that the German Naval Attaché 
at The Hague at seven o'clock in the evening 
of February 10th communicated this arrange- 
ment to shipowners, and, as will be understood, 
ia the present cirrumcrtances it was. mot possible, 
between the hours of 7 p.m. and midnight to 
have the necessary instructions sent to Englaad. 

The correspondent adds that it is thus evident 
that no use could be made of this so-called 
concession, and England is consequently in no 
way involved in the outrage. 


ANGRY DUTCH COMMENT. 


The Handelsblad (Amsterddm) expresses itself 
as follows on the torpedeing of the Dutch 
liners:—Unrestricted submarine warfare has 
been brought into effect with such a complete 
disregard for the rights and interests of the 
Dutch people that everyone must come to the 
conclusion that no nation of importance, whose 
indignation could easily be aroused, could be 
treated in such a manner. Asguredly the United 
States would not have had to put up with such 
treatment. Everyone feels that the torpedoing 
of American vessels in such circumstances is out 
of the question. We even believe that euch 
aetion would have been impossible against any 
country which had shown thag# it would not 
suffer or excuse this submarine warfare. 

The Telegraaf believes that the motive for the 
torpedoing of the Dutch vessels is to be found 
in a new German attempt at terrorising, Ger- 
many not being’ pleased to see that Dutch sea- 
mon had so speedily recovered from their fright, 
and were again putting to sea. The paper lays 
stresa on the great impression the news has 
created among the Dutch people. After saying 
that this experience has again proved that 
Holland, as exemplified in the Dutch Note in 
reply to the German proclamation of wunre- 
stricted submarine warfare, has once again 
over-estimated Germany s sense of justice, it 
continues:—This destruction of a complete fleet 
of Dutch vessels is certainly the greatest 
humiliation which any neutral State has had to 
endure in the course of this war. We must 
confess that we cannot understand how the 
honour of the Dutch nation can further ba 
maintained by protests. á 

The Nteuwe Rottersdamsche Courant says:— 
The news has evidently created a great sensa- 
tion, and violent indignation in the Netherlands. 
if Germany had wished to show to what degree 
submarine warfare is devoid of the principles 
of right, no better instance conld have been 
given. In regard to the submarine warfare, 
one can no longer speak of right, or of 
humanity, as these ideas have been. thrown 
overboard in the submarine warfare. In Eng- 
land the people may shrug their shonlders in 
talking of submarine warfare, and quote 
statistics showing the enormous sea traffic that 
is going on. The fact remains that in close 
proximity to the coast of England German gub- 
marines have a free hand, and our vessels have 
just had a further illustration of it. 

The Vaderland says that all six torpedoed 
steamers left Falmouth, some for the United 
States, and some on their homeward voyage. 
Indignation will be especially directed against 
Germany, but the journal warns the people 
against precipitate action. Impudent action, it 
says, might drag us into war, with all its conse- 
quences, we must now try to secure justice for 
ourselves. : 

DUTCH PEOPLE INDIGNANT. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that the greatest in- 
dignation is felt in Dutch circles at the latest 
German outrage. The Legation is, so far, with- 
out any official news from Holland as to what 
is likely to be the next development. As to the 
circumstances of the departure of the ships, 
there is no room for doubt. The sailing of the 
seven vessels involved, together with that of a 
further eleven Dutch ships, was definitely fixed 
by the owners themselves, and it was ordered 
that all were to leave for their respective 
destinations last Thursday, these orders being 
transmitted to the captains through the Lega- 
tion in London. Fortunately the remaining 
eleven ships had not been cleared. The Dutch 
owners, however, were emphatic that the vessels 
wore to leave harbour on the date fixed. From 
Dutch sources .it is stated that all the vessels 
were attacked by one submarine, not three. 
When the submarin@appesred, the Dutch 
steamers were close together, and instructions 
were signalled by the submarine for all the 
crews to leave their ships in five minutes. Three 
of the Dutch vessels were then torpedoed out- 
right, while German sailors boarded the other 
four ships and placed bombs in them, . As far 
as is known none of these four were sunk, but 
with the exception of the Menado, which was

In Dutch quarters it is declared that it would

IMPORTANT SUCCESSES AT 
SANNA-I-YAT, 

The General Commanding in Mesepotamia 
reports that while the enemy's attention 
was diverted a bridge across the Tigris 
at Shumran was constructed on Friday, 
and a position en the left bank secured.

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TIGRIS CROSSING EFFECTED. 

The Secretary of the War Office makes the 
following announcement in continuation of the 
communiqué issued on 23rd inst »>— 

The following report has been received from 
the General Officer Commanding in Mesopo- 
tamia:—The southern portion of the Sanna-i-. 
Yat position captured in the first assault on 
February 22 consisted of two lines of trenches 
on a frontage of 450 yards and to a depth of 
100 yards. The Tirks delivered six counter- 
atiacks, but, although one of them was tem- 
porarily successful, our gains were secured and 
consolidated. 

On the afternoon of ihe same day a further 
assault was launched against the Turkish first 
and second lines to the north, and in prolonga- 
tion of those secured in the morning, and the 
whole objective was gained. A heavy Turkish 
counter-attack temporarily retarded progress, 
but we finally consolidated our gains, and by 
the end of the day the first two lines of treaches 
on a front of 900 yards were firmly in our 
hands. : 

These operations having drawn the enemy a 
attention in the direction of ;Sanna-i-Yat, it 
seemed possible that a crossing of the Tigris in 
the neighbourhood of the Shumran bend might 
be effected, and plans were made to this end. 
Just before daybreak on February 23rd the first 
covering parties were ferried across, followed at 
intervals throughout the day by other parties. 
These covering parties firmly established them- 
selves on the left bunk, securing the landing 
and taking many prisoners. Immediately. the 
landings were secured and sufficient clearance 
obtained, the construction of a bridge was com- 
menced. In nine hours the bridge was com- 
FR and by nightfall a position on the left 
yank was secured and seanalidated. The Turks 
offered stubborn resistance to our progress in 
the Shumran Peninsula, but, thanks to the effi- 
cient disposition and handling of our covering 
artillery and machine guns*on the right bank, 
this resistance failed to stop our advance. 

Simulteneously with the crossing of the river 
the assault on Sanna-i-Yat position was re- 
sumed, and the third and fourth Turkish lines 
of trenches were captured on a front of 1,050 
yards. it ia not yet possible to give a full ac- 
count of the operations, but the number of 
prisoners taken on the 23rd in the Shumran 
area now amounts to 11 officers and 533 other 
ranks.

THE SHIPS AND THEIR 
CARGOES. 

The Press Association is enabled to give the 
following »particulars with regard to the tor- 
pedoing by a German submarine of seven Dutch 
steamers :— 

All of the vessels set sail on Thursday from 
Falmouth. Three were outward bound from 
Holland, four were on the homeward voyage to 
Holland. They had come in to Falmouth at 
various dates, and had been released at the 
special request of the Dutch Government. No 
inquiry was made of the British authorities as 
to what was the best way of sailing or the 
proper precautions to take, but the ships sailed 
under special instructions direct from the Dutch 
Government. In fact, an official of the Dutch 
Legation is said to have gone to Falmouth, 
and to have interviewed privately the captains 
of the ships, giving them special instructions 
where to go. The ships sailed, it is believed, 
with the usual navigation lights, and probably 
other lights, clearly illuminating the vessels. 

After they had got a short way from Fal- 
mouth they were attacked by a German gub- 
marine, three being sunk and four severely 
damaged. li is not yet known what, if any, 
loss of life there was.. It is well to state in de- 
tail what each of the ships was, and what was 
its cargo. 

The Emland (afloat) arrived at Falmouth on 
January 25, outward bound in ballast. 

The Gaarterland (sunk) arrived at Falmouth 
January 30, outward bound in ballast. 

The Bandoing (?) (afloat) arrived at Fal- 
mouth February 2, carrying mails, but no pas- 
sengers. Her cargo, approximately, pire ore? of 
550 tons of fodder, cake; 2,200 tons of copra, 
1,100 tons of oilseed, 150 tons of coffee, 600 tons 
of tobaeco, and 200 tons various. 

The Nordérdijk (sunk) arrived at Falmouth 
February 4, inward bound, with mails, but 
no passengers, and a cargo of 5,100 tons of 
wheat and 330 tons of flour for tle Netherlands 
Government. 

The Zaandijk (afloat) arrived at Falmouth 
February 6, outward bound, in ballast. 

The Fricatra (sunk) arrived at Falmouth 
February 7, inward bound; no mails, no pas- 
sengers; cargo, 7,500 tons of wheat for 
Netherlands Government. 

The Menado (towed to Falmouth) arrived 
at Falmouth February 11, inward bound: no 
mails, no passengers, with the following cargo: 
Copra, 2,700 tons; fodder, 400 tons; oilseeds, 
265 tons; tobacco, 450 tons: various, 100 tons. 

It must be observed that the inward bound 
vessels were carrying mainly foodstuffs. Two 
were consigned to the Dutch Government with 
wheat: the other two had oil, coffee and 
tobacco principally. They were coming either 
from the Dutch Colonies or nentral countries, 
and were going to the neutral country of Hol- 
land. They were sailing under the strict orders 
of the Dutch Governmen préviously given 
in accordance with instructions received, or 
agreements made, with the German Govern- 
ment. All had entered Falmouth after the de- 
claration of the so-called German blockade. 

“Three of them had entered after the expiry 
of the days of grace, so that there.is no ques- 
tion of any risk having been increased by de- 
lay caused by the British authorities. The } 
outward bound ships were all in ballast or on 
their way to fetch foodstuffs for Holland. Two 
of the inward bound vessels carried mails, which 
were, of course, destroyed. 

lt is declared that the Dutch Government 
has since the declaration of the blockade shown 
the utmost complacency in regard to the Ger- 
man decrees, and this is the result. There is 
a strong feeling in British shipping circles that 
repeated concessions by the Dutch Government 
to German bullying are a very poor return 
for the great consideration which has always 
been shown by Great Britain to the essential 
interests of Holland, both domestic and colonial. 
lt is also felt that the Dutch ships, by sailing 
together with lights on, almost invited attack, 
Had they sailed under the conditions attach. 
ing to British ships, they would doubtless have 
got through as safely as do the overwhelming 
majority of such ships in similar waters.

EFFECT IN DUBLIN. 
Arsa 


The Prime Minister’s statement with regard 
fo the restrictions of imports has already had 
a marked effect upon traders in Dublin, and it 
seems certain that, prices “will have to undergo 
further revision.” Tea, for instance, in some 


Fenee per iv. on Saturday, owing to the in- 
creased demand, and a feeling ef nervousness 
ns to supplies. It is hoped, however, that in 
the course of a few days, when the extent of 
the restrictions will be ascertained, things will 
become steadier. That, at all events, is the 
view held in trading circles. Traders are 
anxious that in the meantime people will kcep 
cool, and not make unreasonable demands upon 
present stocks. The licensed trade is much 
&gitaied over the Government’s decision. It 
is anticipated that many of the smaller traders 
will have to close their business premises. 
EW! 


Much anxiety is felt regarding the brewing 
and distilling industries in Dublin, as the re- 
duction of output is certain to lead to a decrease 
of stafis. A prominent member of the distilling 
trade stated that the new order would gravely 
aifect the industry, and much unemployment 
would result. During the last few days many 
malisters had been rendered idle, as malting 
had been stopped for brewing purposes, and a 
similar condition of things would be experienced 
in other trades. The additional restrictions 
would, in his opinion, hit Dublin harder than 
most cities, The prospect was far from pleasant, 
but it had to be faced: That-is the view takea 
in almost every branch of business in Dublin, 
and strict economy in the use of commo1'ties 
Is advised by prominent business men who have 
intimate knowledge of the condition of supplies. 

Merchants generally appear to have antict- 
pated the restrictions, and have kept their 
stocks well up to strength, but, of course, they 
must in future be drawn upon as sparingly as 
possible. It is hoped that in gome insta‘ces 
greater demand will be made for home pro- 
ducts, and in this way it is thought that local 
industry will gain by the restrictions. The diffi- 
culty of obtaining raw materials is, of course, 
& governing factor, and even up to this it 
lias existed, Woollen manufacturers, for in- 
stance, can get raw wool when engaged on 
Government work, but otherwise supplies have 
been hard ‘to secure. It is, however, too soon 
for manufacturers to decide yet whether they 
will he able to increase their output, or even to 
maintain their present production. 

POTATOES. 

The supply of potatoes continues to be scarce, 
and according to one factor, 16 would be much 
worse were it not for the country -consignments. 
In County Dublin stocks were generally finished 
by the end of the year, and farmers as a rule 
did not keep potatoes longer. There were, he 
explained, no potatoes in Co. Dublin at present 
to be held up. If the people did not get sup- 
plies they would be in the same position as they 
ure in England and Scotland. In his opinion, 
when the Government stopped the export trade 
it would have been betier that no prices had 
been fixed. If the farmers and the merchants 
had been allowed t6 do as best they could, 
everything would have worked all right. The 
farmer knew he was cut off from exporting, and 
he had no alternative but the home trade, and 
naturally he would have to sell. £9 per ton 
was fixed for the present, and £10 would be the 
price later on, an arrangement which, in his 
opinion was absurd. 

MEAT, 

As regards meat, the consumption has 
diminished during recent weeks, but prices are 
still very high. he supply of mutton is stated 
by a Dublin victualler to be extremely unsatis- 
iactory, the price to butchers standing at ls. 4d. 
per lb. He complained of the condition of sheep 
recently sold in the market, and mentioned that 
owing to the want of proper artificial feeding 
the sheep lost greatly in condition. Beef was 
still very dear, the price reaching as much as 
74s. per cwt., live weight, but before the Food 
Controller's order was issued the price was 80s., 
a figure which, if it continued, would be 
ruinous. Gambling in the market had, however, 
been stopped, and there was now a dull, slow, 
trade, and everybody's wants were being met. 

DRAPERY... 


In the drapery trade the restrictions will 
cause an advance in the price of many classes 
of goods. The manager of one esiablishment 
expresse.l the view that the London houses

All other interests, railway com- 
panies, etc., were guaranteed fair dealing, but 
the proposals of the Prime Minister in regard 
to the licensed trade carried with it no guar- 
antee whatever, except a guarantee of absolute 
ruin. He thought they should immediately 
hold a meeting to protest against their trade 
being destroyed.

REMARKABLE SPEECHES IN 
RIKSDAG., 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
STOCKHOLM, Saturpay. 

The Riksdag discussed to-day the demand of 
the Government for thirty million kroner (one 
and two-thirds million sterling) as a provisional 
advance to meet the cost of the maintenance of 
neutrality. This question had provoked differ- 
ences between the various parties, those of the 
Left disapproving of the manner in which, 
they stated, the advance had been included in 
the Budget, and considering that the matter 
had not been sufficiently discussed.

period would a most serious one for news- 
papers, owing to the paper restrictions, and he 
feared it would be a hard job for some 
pewananaes to keep going at all. “We have been 
the biggest sufferers from Government regula- 
tions-—more than any other trade in the 
country. Not only is the supply: of raw 
material cut. dewn, but, owing to the political 
relations between Great Britain and Sweden, 
action was taken by the Government of that 
country which had the effect, together with 
the restrictions concerning the principal 
materials in the manufacture of paper, of in- 
creasing the price from 350 per cent. to 400 per 
cent above the pre-war price. 

“I do not think that any other Industry’ has 
experienced such a rise in the price of its 
raw material as that.” 


BEER AND SPIRITS. 


The question of beer is regarded by English 
brewers as a very serious one. 

“I can quite see,” said one representative, 
“that as a result of entting beer supplies down 
73 per cent. under pre-war output many public- 
houses must close. down two or three days a 
week. There is cortain to be a rise in price. 
In fact, it was advanced by a member of the 
deputation to the Food Controller's depart- 
ment on Saturday, that beer in the early future 


must rise ae pint.” ; 

As regards the wine and spirit. trade 
Editor of the Wine and Spirit Trade Mees 
says it is impossible to give an idea of what 
stocks are held by merchants in their cellars, 
and some of these are held for years. To that 
extent, of course, the amount of wine availahle 
in the country is increased. These stocks will 
enable merchants to go on for some time, but 
they must have an enhaneed value in view of 
the stoppage of importa. ; : '

EXTRA. 
THE GERMAN RETIREMENT. 

Mr. H. M. Tomlinson, the special correspon- 
dent of the Daily News with the British Army, 
‘in a Ó , dated yesterday, says :—The 
‘withdrawal of the enemy from a wide sweep of 
ground between Gommecourt and Bapaume is 
important news, which shows the heavy strain 
we have put upon his defensive system by our 
urceasing gunfire and the steady pressure of 
infantry attacks. We knew this, yet.we had 
hardly hoped that places Hke Miraumont and 
Pys would fall into our hands without further 
effort by our troops, and the inevitable cost of 


victory even at. its chéapest rate. The enemy is 
retiring to a. new. defensive line upon the 


| Bapaume ridge, blowing up ammunition dumps 


behind him, firing his dug-outs, and leaving a 
few snipers and a few machine gunners to keep 
yp a pretence of force until the moment of dis- 
covery and sacrifice’ : 

The Press Association’s special correspondent 
on “the Western front, writing last night, says :— 

The Germans have gone. This was the news 
brought in. by a patrol which went out early on 
Saturday morning, and returned after havin 
penetrated to Pendant Copse and got aroun 
the west side of Serre without encountering a 
single German. Not that the intelligence came 
as a surprise to our own people. It is beyond 
question that duting the long spell of hard 
frost the Germans were stealthily withdrawin 
their guns. The first intimation our troops ha 
that anything untoward was going on occurred 
during the small hours of Friday morning. A 
number of fires were observed to break out in 
the enemy front line south of Pys, and these 
were soon discovered to have been caused -by 
the deliberate firing of his dug-outs. It is im- 
possible to say from hour to hour what the 
position really is. ~The extreme depth to which 
the German retreat has been carried is reported 
as about three miles. Miraumont, Miraumont 
le Petit, and Pys were all occupied by gur 
troops, with no very obstinate resistance. It is 
true that as our men were entering Miraumont 
they encountered a patrol of Germans, and 4 
few minutes laier a mine was blown in the 
céntre. of the main street, destroying the road- 
way, but causing no casualties. The. Germans 
made use of obstructive tactics without fighting 
any rearguard actions,’ They posted machine 
gun teams and snipers in various vantage points 
along the line of our pursuit. At one point 
only, which was from the hill commanding 
Boom Ravine, was there a definite resistance. 
Throughout yesterday, in weather for the most 
part. hazy, the advance of the British troops 
was continued. Las evening our troops ad- 
‘vanced towards Warlencourt, Irles, and Mirau- 
mont on the heels of the enemy. As far as ts 
possible: to gather from the desultory reports 
which are continually filtering back, this line 
has now been established.

THE ROAD TO VICTORY. 


During the past week, says the Morning Post, 
the Government have shown that they are not 
afraid to trust the people, and the people have 
proved once again that the harder the truth the 
harder their resolution. This country can stand 
anything ‘except the suspicion that it is being 
honestly treated, and it has been able to endure 
that apprehension now happily dispelled. The 
Prime Minister told ‘the nation in plain terms 
that it must encounter hardships, privation and 
loss if disastér were to be averted. The First 
Lord of the Admiralty, in dealing with the 
danger at sea, used no flattering unction. At 
the same time, Sir Edward Carson, in his 
courteous appreciation of what is due to sensible 
men, informed the country of certain aspects 
of the work of the Navy, which confirmed its 
confidence. Mr. Lioyd George and Sir Edward 
Carson are acting on the principle that it is 
the business of a Government to govern, and 
that the only way to lead Englishmen is to toll 
them the worst, and then to explain what is 
required, and why. On these terms the country 
will do anything. And in this respect lies the 
main contrast between the present British Go- 
vernment and the rulers of Germany. The Im- 
perial German Government, since the beginning 
of the war, have never dared to tell the truth 
to the German people.| So long as it leads to 
victory the German military machine is extra- 
ordinarily effective in its brutal way, but when 
its action is reversed ib slows down, and pre- 
sently stops altogether. The process may now 
be observed on the Somme. Now, therefore, is 
the moment for civilians, who are the support- 
ing forces of the fighting services, to make the 
supreme effort to clear the road to victory. 


GERMAN SUBMARINE TO BE 
INTERNED. 


A Flushing telegram, dated Sunday, says :— 
The German submarine B 30 has heen dis: 
armed, and will be interned to-day. The Dutch 
Government steamer is towing her to Veer 
Walcheren, while the crew is leaving for the 
internment camp at Bergen, North Holland. 


NEW CHIEF OF THE BATTLE 
CRUISERS. 

The London Desly Erpress' understands. that 
Rear-Admiral Sir William Pakenham, K.C.B., 
is in command of the battle cruiser forces in 
succession to Sir David Beatty. Sir William 
Pakenham received the K.C.B. for his distin- 
guished services in the battle of Jutland, when 
he commanded a battle cruiser squadron. Sir 
‘David Beatty, in his despatch, spoke of the 
“able support” ‘he received from Admiral 
Pakenham. Sir William, who was on board 
Admiral Togo’s flagship during the Russo- 
Japanese War, served as Fourth Sea Lord of 
the Admiralty from 1911 to 1913. 


AMERICAN UNITY ENDANGERED. 


Whatever good effect was caused by Presi- 
dent Wilson's prompt action in severing diplo- 
matic relations with Germany has now been lost 
by his hesitation and caution in taking the next 
step, and especially in not admitting Congress 
into his confidence, declares the. Washington 
_correspondent of the Morning Post. But the 
three weeks that have elapsed, in which nothing 
has been done, in which Germany has put the 

rossest affronts upon the United States, which 

avé seen the total paralysis of American sea- 
borne commerce, the destruction of American 
vessels, and a loss of American lives, and 
EL a the refusahof the President to an- 
nounce his policy or to confagpwith Congress, 
have destroyed solidarity, anf’ what is more 
disastrous, turned a great national crisis into a 
party question. The Republicans believe that Dr. 

ilson is trying, to escape, not only war with 
Germany, but even the necessity of affording 
protection to American rights and lives. With 
the object of forcing the President to call an 
extra session, the Republicans in the Senate yee- 
terday interposed obstacles to the passage cf 
Supply. bills, and if these bills are not passed 
at this session Congress will have to be con- 
vened to provide means for the sfipport of the 
Government. What will be the outcome, it is 
quite impossible to say. Dr. Wilson has it in his 
power again to restore at least a semblance of 
unity, if he will rend the veil of impenetrable 
mystery that surrounds him, deal frankly with 
the country, and tell Congress what he intends 
to: do, and the authority he requires.

Sir,—In your issue of the 22nd, inst. you 
ublished a letter signed “ Practical Farmer”; 

he farms gver 2,000 acres of land somewhere in 
Ireland. can hardly realise a single indivi- 
dual being possessed of 2,000 acres of Irish 
goil some of which weuld not be materially 
benefited by a course ef judicious tillage. In 
my district the soil is an-im ious clay, which 
entails infinitely more le than natural 
tillage land to work.

counties; artificial fertilisers are 15 per ~ cent. 
dearer than in Dublin; and our local markets 
also suffer from remoteness and high railway 
freights. We are breaking up the land, never- 
theless. I hold fifty-five acres only, and it is 
all stubborn clay. Of it fourteen acres were 
cultivated last year, and I hope to have at 
least twenty acres growing human food this 
season. Why? Because my venture in 1916 
paid me well. 

My wife has our home-grown flour to make 
into bread now; and we find it infinitely better 
and more palatable than the baker's loaf.

He could not. Then there was anether thought 
with which we constantly had to desl. It was 
asked: “ Why pray if God knows best and 
knows all things? " You could pot add to 
God's information about you; you could not 
add to God's desire to do you good. Christ 
represented God the Father aa waiting and 
longing te please His children, but aa not 
able te do so unless they turned to Him in 
prayer. Prayer waa co-operation with- God, 
As Arehbishop Trench expressed it, it waa not 
overcoming God’s reluctance; it was laying 
hold of God's willingness. In prayer we 
changed our relation to Ged, and not God's 
relation to us. The diflicilty was that we 
tried to place ourselves so often out of the 
reach of the love of God. In prayer we 
earried out the conditions that our Father 
had laid down for ua: “Ask and ye shall 
find.””

in “The Empire and the Future.” we 
have an able set of studies on aspects of 
Imperialism. Dr. Sadler opens the book 
with an account of the Universities and 
the war, and eyery line of it is worth 
reading. Sir Charles Lucas weighs the 


problems of Empire and their possibilities 
of solution by our demecracy. Naturally, 


he emphasises the changes wrought by the 
representative system and ofr permanent 
Civil Service. This latter point ‘also re- 
ceives thoughtful treatment at the hands 
of Dr. Herbert Fisher, who analyses it 
from the standpoint of India; his wise 
words on the Indian Civil Service receive 
added value when we realise that he 
was a member of the Royal Commission. 
Mr. Smith, the Master of Balliol College, 
lays much stress hpon the conception of 
duty. From the standpoint of the world 
Mr. Parkin discusses the same question. 
Perhaps the most stimulating essay in the 
whole book is that of Mr. Kerr. the well. 
known editor of The Round Tabie, who 
analyses Commonwealth and Empire. He 
seems to us to be entirely justified in pre- 
ferring the word “Oommonwealth” to 
“Empire.” This work is small, but hes 
a value out of all proportion to its size.
